Gold Treasure’ Not There 
Say Dredgers 


Efforts to ralse the £2,000,000 
worth of gold and ailver which sanic 
with the British frigate Lutine ‘off 
Terschelling, Holland, 130 years ago, 
has been abandoned. 


The Billiton Co., owners of the 
dredger Kurimata, announce that 
dredging operations will not be re- 
sumed, as they “consider that tho 
treasure Is no longer there.’ 


The Karimata will be towed into 
the Kinderdijk Yards for overhaul 
during the winter, then next spring 
she will return to the East Indies. 


Thus ends the latest and most de- 
term.ned of the many efforta mado to 
rrecover the Lutine’s treasure, For 
three months the Katimata hod been 
at work over the site of the wreck 
In the mouth of the Zuyder Zee. 


On July 29 n gold-bar was ree 
covered, and from time to time 
Spanish coins and several nails fom 
the Lutine were brought to the sur- 
face, It 1s now believed that the 
bulk of the gold and silver haa been 
scattered by the tldes and buried by 
shifting sands.

ly to the Food Centre in the old St. 
Peter's Church. : 


A group of girls hos been teaching 
regularly, in the Free School for 
children ‘drawn from the crowded 
streets just below us. Other activi- 
thes have Included socials and inter- 
school competitions in Mandarin 
speniing and cssay writing, con- 
ferences and discussions, and visits 
to the Queen Mary Hospital in the 
women's and children's wards. 

With regard to sport, we were able 
to have oll aur weekly bathing 
‘pientes this year. In the Netball 
Lengue matches we lost the Senior 
and Intermediate Cups, but won the 
Junior, while in the Inter-form 
Tennis Tournament the Senior 
banner was won by Form 3 and the 
Junior by Form 4. 


Scholarship 


At the end of tho year nine girls 
matriculated, one with distinction in 
Botany, and two with distinctions in 
English, and nine passed the School 
Certificate examination, In the 
Trinity College of Music, London, 
examinations one Old Girl passed the 
Associate cxamination for the 
Teachers’ Diploma, and 15 of our 
present girls passed in the various 
divisions, . 

We have now 19 Old Girls in the 
Hongkong University, cight in Ling- 
nam, one in Yenching, and one Js now 
on her way to joln Ginling at 
Chengtu in Szechuan,

A Sieagre Livellhood. 


. Few crofts are ompty. Peat 
smoke issuing from the thatched 
roofs and signs of cultivation show 
that the Sutherland ‘crofter is still 
busy wristing, as hls forefathers did, 
a grim livelihood from his little onsls. 
among the peat bogs and his tum- 
bled rocks and bens, 

A scanty as well ano prim livell- 
hood—for Sutherland crofts aro the 
amallest. in Scotland. Every cultl- 
vable Inch of, the coll js protected 
trom Atlantic and Arctle gales, not 
to speak .of tho encroaching peat 
bog, by drystone dykes thot often 
take strange shapes to accommodate 
avery handful of precious soll. 

In the cuitlvation of the croft the 
upade takes the placo of the’ plough, 
and a certain rudo rotnifon of crops 
is observed. Each ycar one quarter 
of the croft is. furned .over and 
planted with potatoes, while last 
yeur’s potato patch ts sown with 
corn, the rest of the crop yielding 
ray. 

Harvesting the corn is a simple 
process, the cutting, threshing, and 
winnowlng of what is itUe more 
than a handful of corn being cach 
crofter's own concern, to conduct 
in the elementary way he prefers. 


The Other Harvest

The crofters second harvest, pro- 
vided by the sea, necessitates a boat, 
If anything, he is a better seaman 
than he Is a Iandsman, 

With his hand-llne or net he can | 
catch abundant haddock, herring, 
und cod.

looks for all pleasant surprises, 
whether they take the form of drift- 
wood or of a shoal of herring run- 
ning before the nose of a whale, and

Before the war, the Yangtse River 
was the matin route uf China’s toreiyn 
wade, During the war, however, 
this route was transferred to the 
Cunton-Hankow Railway, It js the 
avowed purpose of the Japancse in 
thelr landing In Bias Bay to cut this 
trade lane and to disconnect China's 
present main line of communication 
with countrics abroad,

Chinese Claim Waichow 
Japan Claims Sheklung 


ONFLICTING REPORTS ARE BEING RE- 


CEIVED FROM 
AREA. 


THE KWANGTUNG WAR 


Somi-official Chinese reports state that Wai- 
chow and Poklo were recaptured yesterday 
following a bitter struggle cast of tho Shaho River, 
which flows into the East River at Shoungnam. 

The Japanese, on the other hand, claim to have 
turned the right flank of the Chinese defences north of 
the East River, to have crossed the Shaho River, and to 
have captured Shcklung, the important railway centre 


where the Canton-Kowloon 


Railway crosses the East 


River. Sheklung is only 35 miles from Canton, across 
flat country favourable to Japanese mechanised units. 


'The Chinese report states that 
heavy losses were inflicted on 
the invaders and adds that 
several thousand Japanese troops 
north of the Kast River are now 
completely surrounded. 


Additionally, It is claimed that the 
Japanese have been entirely driven 
from the Canton-Kowloon Railway 
at Cheungimuktau and Pingwu, where 
the Invaders, as reported by the 
“Telegraph” on Monday, severed the 
line. 


The Chinese report states that, 
following the cvacuation of the 
Japanese from tho railway zonc, 
breakdown gangs have been sent 
out to cifect repairs and rallway 
officials, who were removed to 
Canton, have been recalled to 
office, 

Disputing the Chinese — claim, 
Japanese reports state that the entire 
railway zone from Pingwu to Shek- 
lung, a distance of over thirty miles, 

. is now completely in Japanese hands, 

In addition, the Japanese report 
that they have reached within 25 
miles of Bocca Tigris forts at the 
mouth of the Pearl River, on the 
other side of the Hongkong Penin- 
sula, 


JAPANESE PLANES DOWNED 


Chinese sources report through 
“United Press" that thirty Japanese 
plancs have been brought down In a 
scrics of dogfights over the battle- 
fleld. 

Claiming the capture of Sheklung 
shortly before dawn this morning, 
Japanese reports state that, follow- 
ing severe fighting on the East River 
front, which stretches from the north 
donk of the river to the vicinity of 
Tsengcheng, the Japanese succeeded 
in crumbling the Chinese right flani 
when they cffected crossing of the 
Shaho River at two points. 

Effecting one crossing at Pakhom, 
the Japanese pushed along the north 
bank of the East River towards Shelk- 
lung, which fell this morning, accord- 
ing to their claims. 

The obvious Intentlon, the report 
states, In to push directly to Canton 
along the Canton-Kowloon Rail- 
way. The distance between Can- 
ton and Bheklung by railway, 
which crosses large plains on 
which there are practically no

CCUSTOMED os we are to re- 

gard Portobello os a watcring~ 
ploce, St is interesting to recoll its 
claim tn another direction, albeit of 
the days of long ago. 


Few people .would associate the 
extensive foreshore and comparn- 


try famillar cnough in Ita day to 
Leith, namely, shipbullding and ship 
repairing. But as far back aos the 
end of the seventeenth century Por- 
tobello had no need to go beyond its 
own doorstep for maritime require- 
ments. 

In an cra before the harnessing of 
stenm the Figgate Burn appeared to 
have been the centre of commerce 
in’ the district. A Inde from the 
burn supplicd the molive power for 
reveral water-wheels without which 
‘he flax mills and potteries could not 
have been carried on. 


Breaking New Ground 


The business of shipbuilding waa 
evolved by one James’ Smith, .who, 
obtaining possession of on derolict 
finx mill, {nitiated a new industry 
by converting it into white — lead 
works. The vonture proved to be 


tively shallow water ‘with an indus-. 
fet 


successful, ond a large staff, chiefly 
Englishmen, were employed in the 
manufacture of .white paint, Jamp 
black, and other colouring materials. 

Smith used not only the mill 
(later Nichol’s paper mill) but also 
an adjacent plece of ground, and on 
the latter he established a shipyard, 
primarily for the repairing of his 
own vessels—the medium by which 
he imported his raw material and 
dispatched the finished article.’ 

SuMcient water existed at high 
tlde to permit the ahips to be towed 
up the burn, and. several workmen 
Were engaged solely for the purpose 
of attending to his craft. “ 

Naturally, the yard promised to be 
empty at frequent Intervals, so 
Smith solved the economle problem 
by deciding to turn to the pullding 
of ships os well. This was no less 
successful than his other under- 
takings. -

SOME IDEA OF WHAT it Is 

going to cost the Colony lo 
maintain three refugee camps In 
Hongkong—one nt North Point, 
another near Argyle Street, and 
a third at King’s Park—is given 
in the supplementary expendi- 
ture list which will come before 
the Legislative Council’s Finance 
Committee for —~approval on 
Thursdey. 


Government Is requesting a vote of 
$544,000, of which $163,000 is to 
be spent on the North Point camp,

Street, and $128,500 on the camp at 
King’s Paris. 


- Altogether the three camps aro to 
contain 68 slecping huts, cach posses- 
sing 72 beds, which allows slecping 
provision for 4,896 people. Twenty- 
swo of these huts w.ll-be dullt at 
North Point, 28 at the Argyle Street 
camp, ond 10 in King's Park, 


The North Point camp ts olso to 
be provided with ene dining hut to 
sent 300 people at one sitting, onc 
kitchen-store-office hut, two Iatrine- 
ablut'on-washing huts, one quarters- 
baggage-creche hut, and one watch- 
man's hut. The camp will be 
enclosed by a gaivanized iron wire

If your shoes have been stained by 
sen-water ond the toes scratched by 
pebbles while you have been on 
holiday, you may derive consolat'on 
from thr fact that the damage ix not 
irreparable, : 

Sea-stained shoes can be restored 
to health by a regular and liberal 
dict of any good pollrh or cream. 

The polish will feed buek to the 
leather the natural fats which were 
removed by the salt water and the 
heat of the fect. After a few dally 
applcatlons—the polish should be 
used whether the shoes are In use 
or not—the teuther wifl regain tts 
former suppleness and healthy gloss, 
and the stains will disappear, 

All save the worst scratches can

TO LIGHTEN 
ROOMS — 


is only Intely that-people have 

been to realise thy great value 
of yellow In their furnishing 
schemes, and yet in the case of dark, 
badly-llt rooms, or rooms that face 
north and so get very little sun, no 
other colour glves such satisfactory 
results, 


Even now, many women do not 
make cnough use of yellow in their 
homes. It fs such a joyous colour, 
the colour of sun-light, of gay sum- 
mer flowers, of radiant broom and 
gorse, and of gleaming gold lisclf. 


The woodwork could be painted o 
very, pale ycllow, so pale as fo be 
almost Ivory, resembling as nearly as 
pows'ble the exquisite golden. tint 
which sunshinc throws over white 
paint.

Tehap, stale Japanese field des- 
patches fell at 11.30 p.m., two hours 
after the Japanese entered Yanghsin. 

The fall of the two cities mark a

Japanese detachments are lnunch~ 
Ing vigorous attacks on the Chinese 
forees, estimated at 150,000 men, over 
the whole area north of Tehan, ac- 
cording tv the oMcial Japanese com- 
miunique, ‘ 

On the north Yangtse front, 
Japanese forces are sald-to have 
crossed the Tapich mountains and to 
have estnblished = positions ~= from 
where they can loolt down on the 
plains of Hupch Province. 

Japanese forces at Kwangtse have 
started a drive towards Kishul. The 
message claims that 3,000 Chinese, 
fieelng to Kishul, were overtaken ond 
wiped out by Japanese planes within 
half an hour, The Chinese were 
taken by surprise while having a 
meal, and’ were heavily bombed and 
machine-gunned by the planes.

Claiming the capture of Sheklung 
shortly before dawn this morning, 
Japanese reports state that, follow- 
ing severe fighting on the East River 
front, which stretches from the north 
bonk of the river to the vicinity of 
Tsengcheng, the Japanese succeeded 
In crumbling the Chinese right flank 
when they effected crossing of the 
Shnbo River at two points. 
Effecting one crossing at Pakhom, 
the Japanese pushed along the north 
bank of the East River towards Shck- 
lung, which fell this morning, accord- 
ing to their clalms.

The extra precautions are belng 
taken In case the Japanese get near 
enough to Canton to commence an 
artlllery bombardment. : 

It Is feared, in that event, that 
thousands of Chinese civilians will 
attempt to storm tho two bridges 
across the canal dividing Shameen 
from the Chinese clty. 

The population of Canton, which 
was approximately two million be- 
fore the outbreak of hostilities with 
Japan, ix now belleved to number not 
more san 100,000.- Nearly three 
quartesz of a million people have 
been evacuated to the Interior since 
the Japanese Janding on Bins Bay.

A Meagre Livelihood 


Few crofts are empty. Peat 
smoke issuing from — the thatched 
roofs and signs of cultivation show 
that the Sutherland crofter 1s still 
busy wresting, as his foretathers did, 
a grim livelihood from his little onsis 
among the peat bogs and his tum- 
bled rocks and bens. 

A scanty ag well ns a grim livell- 
hood-—-for Sutherland crofts are the 
“smallest In Scotland. Every culti- 
vable inch of the soil is protected 


from Atlantic ond Arctic gales, not" 


to speak of the encroaching peut 
bog, by drystone dykes that often 
take strange shapes to accommodate 
every handful of precious soil. 

In the cultivation of the croft the 
spado takes the place of the plough, 


‘land a certain rude rotatlon of crops 


Is'observed. Each year one quarter 
of the croft is turned. over and 
planted with potatoes, while Inst 
year’s potato .patch is. sown with 
corn, the rest of the crop yielding 
hay. 

Harvesting the corn is a simple 
process, the cutting, threshing, and 
winnowing of what is little more 
than « handful of corn ‘being cach 
crofter’s own concern, to conduct 
In the elementary way he prefers. 


The Other Harvest 


The crofters second harvest, pro- 
vided by the sea, necessitates o bont. 
If anything, he js a better scaman 
than he is a landsman. 

With his band-llnc or net he can 
enteh abundant haddock, herring, 
and cod. It Is to the sen, too, he 
looks for all pleasant surprises, 
whether they take the form of drift- 
wood or of a shoal of herring run- 
ning before the nose of a whale, and 
in a moment packing hia loch al- 

‘most solid with fish, 

The excited screaming of sengulls 
over the loch warns every crofter in 
the nelghbourhood of the welcome 
nrrival of a shoal of herring. 

Fuel presents no problem to him. 
During the summer he digs his peats 
from the pentbogs, The peats he 
arranges In small stacka to draln, in 
the autumn the work of bringing 
them in ranks first in the  crolter's 
netivities, At this time of the year 
every available horse and cart is 
bringing in the loads of precious 
fuel. 

In passing, I may say that, before 
my journey north, I was told that ao 
peat fire was slow-burning, smoky, 
and dirty. This criticism may be 
true of peat that contains earth or 
sand.. The true peat, T have seen 
for myself, provides a bright, cheer- 
ful fire and leaves very little ash.
